Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Farris, 4330 
Gibson avenue, were in the estab- 
lishment on Nov. 11, and How- 
ard’s wife asked Farris if she had 
not seen Mrs. Farris somewhere 
before. Howard took offense at 
Farris speaking to Mrs. Howard, 
and struck both Farris and Mrs. 
Farris in the face with a beer 
bottle, it was reported. 

Walker told Howard to get out 
and never come back, it was re- 
ported, and Howard departed with 
the threat, “I’m going to come 
back here and clean this place 
out.” 

Accompanied by his brother and 
s0n, Howard returned yesterday 
and ordered a drink. When the 
proprietor refused to serve him, 
police were told, Howard picked 
up a beer bottle and started to 
climb over the bar to get to 
Walker.

Threat of U.S. Intervention

resulted in acquittals. Violations 
of civil rights now are frequently” 
investigated by local and state au- 
thorities who would have been in- 
clined to disregard them a few 
The threat of federal 


investigations. 

Politically the Klan has lapsed 
from a policy-making body to 
an appendage of political fac- 
tions, as exemplified in this 
state through its advocacy of 
Gov. Herman Talmadge. 


Once it boasted of its member- 
ship—it had about 4,000,000 in 
1925. Now it conceals it, or 
makes grandiose claims not sup- 
ported by attendance at meet- 
ines or at ocessional public dem- 
onstrations. Klan officials, how- 
ever, still get a steady stream 
of letters from individuals all 
over the country, many of the

YOUTH CONVICTED 
OF KILLING FATHER 
WHO HIT MOTHER 


MONTROSE, Pa., Nov. 19 (AP) 
—A 19-year-old youth was con- 
victed of second-degree murder 
today for killing his father last 
Aug. 4 after the latter had struck 
the boy’s mother. 

The jury of two women and 10 
men returned the verdict after 
20 hours of deliberation. 

Judge Edward P. Little said 
sentence on the youth, Bernard 
Meka, will be imposed after mo- 
tions for a new trial have been 
disposed of. 

Meka is an honor graduate of 
Forest City High School. He tes- 
tified his father, Michael, was a 
quarrelsome man and that his 
mother suffered a severe neck in- 
jury In a dispute with her hus- 
band over serving of food. The 
defendant said he fired at his 
father when the latter started 
after him “to get me.” 

The boy’s mother, her neck in 
a steel brace, broke into hyster- 
ical sobbing when thé verdict was 
returned and was led from the 
courtroom.

HAMILTON, Bermuda, Nov. 19 
_(AP)—Eighteen United States air- 
‘men were rescued from rubber 
'liferafts in the Atlantic late today 
after surviving the ditching of a 
B-29 bomber that killed two of 
their mates. They had spent three 
days on the open sea. 
| The Canadian destroyer Haida 
took them aboard and headed for 
_Bermuda. The trip is expected 
_ to take 15 hours. 


“Survivors in weak condition,” 
said a radio message from the 
Haida. 

Official announcements in Ham- 
ilton, Ottawa and Tampa, Fia., 
told of the break in an epic search 
by air and sea. 

The hunt started when the 
eeoronen crew, with navigation 

equipment failing and fuel gone, 
radioed Wednesday morning that 
it was making a crash-landing. 

Sighted by Bomber. 
A B-17 bomber sighted the sur- 
| Vivors’ two rafts in mid-afternoon

If the weather quiets, 
they said the survivors may be 
transferred to the Canadian air- 
craft carrier Magnificent, which 
is accompanying the Haida, so 
they can receive more adequate 
care. The carrier has better medi- 
cal facilities, including a small 
hospital. 

Supplies On Rafts. 

The rescued men were riding 
in rafts, each of which has a ca- 
pacity of 10 men and each pro- 
visioned to supply 10 men for 
10 days.

Captain Says He Hopes 
Congress Wil] Reopen 
Investigation of Penta- 


gon Policy, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 (AP)— 
The Navy high command said to- 
day it has “closed” the case of 
Capt, John G. Crommelin—but the 
outspoken captain immediately 
said he hoped Congress would re- 
open investigation of Pentagon 
policy. 

Commenting on a reply by 

Crommelin to the public repri- 
mand given him for his part in 
the inter-service wrar@le, Adm. 
Forrest P. Sherman, Chief of 
Naval Operations, said in sub- 
stance: The letter of reprimand 
gave Crommelin opportunity to 
he has replied. That ends 
matter. 
This appeared to preclude pos- 
that Crommelin would be 
given a court-martial, where he 
would have opportunity to reopen, 
through introduction of evicence 
and witnesses, the whole row. 

Crommelin’s reply had insisted 
the reprimand be withdrawn or 
he be allowed to state his case in 
a court-martial. 

The captain, who under Navy 
law cannot demand a court-mar- 
tial, expressed to reporters regret 
that this had been closed to him. 
He declared his “personal welfare 
is completel¥ unimportant” be- 
cause “the rea] issue goes deeper 
then that.” Then he said: 

“I strongly hope thet Congress 
will restore the System of checks 
and balances so necessary for the 
operation of the défense establish- 
ment and our nisional security. 

“It is my fervent hope that. the 
defense establishment will be fur- 
ther investigated by Congress.” 

Crommelin told reporters today 
he would abide by the transfer 
orders issued with the reprimand 
and would leave here to become 
an air officer in the Western Sea 
Frontier headquarters at San 
Francisco. 

The Naval air hero of 30 years’ 
service dragged interservice rival- 
ries into the open two months ago 
by charging publicly that the 
Navy’s aerial] offensive power was 
being whittled away under strat- 
egy concepts in the Pentagon 
where the Navy was outvoted by 
the Army and Air Force.

Dealers reported that 
ample Turkey supplies this year 
are responsible for the sharp dif- 
ference in price. Geese and ducks, 
in somewhat shorter supply, are 
slightly higher in price this year. 
For those who prefer heavy meats 
for their holiday dinner, ham and 
pork are considerably lower than 
last year, and beef is priced a few 
cents a pound cheaper.

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“DOOLITTLE URGES: SPEED

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 19 
(AP)—The United States can 
catch up with England and Can- 
ada in developing jet-propelled air 
transports, if we start immediate- 
ly, James H. Doolittle said here 
last night.

But 
Spinks, the writer learned, boasted 
of members who haven’t appeared 
and has been relegated to the post 
of chaplain and lecturer for the 
|Georgia Klans. Spinks also claimed 
to be the founder of the Independ- 
ent Klians, the Seashore Klans, 
Ozark Klans, River Valley Klians 
‘and Allied Klans, but when Klan 
leaders went to look for them they 
weren't there. 
The Federated Ku Klux Klan, 
Inc., is run in Alabama by Wil-

which have been invariably fol- 
lowed by our government officials 
going back to sleep.” 

“What they do is alternately 
shock us with grisly reports about 
what an atomic bomb could do to 
Washington or New York, and 
then give us a sleeping pill of 
smugness, so as to assume that it 
can’t happen here,” he said. 

Stalling by Defense Planners. 

Wiley urged President Truman 
“to end the shocking stalling of 
defense planners and to put some 
life in lagging efforts to disperse 
key government units, dustry 
and population.”

Eats Heartily. 

“He has eaten heartily both 
Friday and Saturday morning and 
has slept a good part of the time 
since he was brought here,” Dep- 
uty Sheriff J. H. Benham said. 

“His only request has been for 
cigarettes. He seems content to 
just sit there.” 

At Burley, 41 miles east of Twin 
Falls, the girl’s grieving mother 
expressed sympathy for Butter- 
field’s parents. 

Mrs. Maxine Brisbois said she 
had “a great feeling of relief to 
know that the slayer of our little 
girl has been captured. There is 
some comfort in knowing that he 
|} will do no further harm to other 
| children.” 
| Admits Hitting Girl. 

Sheriff Saul Clark of Cassia 
‘county, where the killing took 
place, said the youth admitted 
orally that he hit the little girl 
three times with an automobile 
tire jack “just to.see someone 
die.”

DETROIT, Nov. 19 (AP)—The 
Ford Motor Company’s nearly 
25,000 salaried employes were 
promised a pension today. 


The pension program will be 
similar to that agreed to earlier 
between Ford and the CIO United 
Auto Workers for its 115,000 pro- 
duction workers. 

Like the union members, sala- 
ried workers will receive $100 a 
month retirement benefits, includ- 
ing social security, at the age of 
65 and after 50 years of service. 
The pension costs will be borne 
by the company. 


Announcement of the new pro-. 
gram was made by company presi- | 
dent Henry Ford II in a letter to | 


the salaried employes. 

In addition, employes with a 
base salary above a 
amount, tentatively set at $3600 a 


year, will be entitled, but not re-. 


quired, to join in a supplementary 
program for additional pension 
benefits. 

However, the supplemental! ben- 
efits will require 50-50 contribu- 
tions by employes and company. 

Final details of the salaried em-

Recent rumors and reports surrounding 
the person of Poland’s former Deputy Pre- 
mier Wladyslaw Gomulka indicate he may 
be the latest victim of this nightmarish fairy 
tale. Deposed from office, Gomulka now 
stands accused in Polish Communist party 
publications of nationalism and a false con- 
cept of “people’s democracy.” What may 
happen next is not difficult to guess. 

Tito of Yugoslavia aside, for the moment, 
the list of Eastern Europeans “guilty” of 
“crimes” similar to those chalked up 
against Poland’s Gomulka is impressive. The 
list of the purged reads like a Who’s Who 
—or rather, a Who was Who—of Eastern 
European Commun#n: 

ALBANIA—Dzodzi Koci, deputy premier, 
secretary-general of the Albanian Commu- 
nist party. Executed. 

Pandi Kristu, chief of the Albanian Polit- 
buro, Serving a sentence of 20 years in 
prison. 

BULGARIA—tTraicho Kostov, right-hand 
man of the late Georgi Dimitrov. Deputy

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EASTERN EUROPEAN PURGES SHOW RED WEAKNESS |

He was a resistance leader in 
Hungary during the war, Communism’s 
number two man in Hungary after Premier 
Matyas Rakosi, the country’s ruler today 
who was in Moscow during the war and 
came to Hungary toward its close with the 
rank of colonel in the Red Army.

munist resistance leader in Romania during

Tito and the purged Communists listed 
above are accused of being ‘‘deviationists.”’ 
Yet it can be said that it is the Kremlin 
which has deviated. During the war Moscow 
encouraged nationalism in the countries oc- 
cupied by the Nazis and supported the par- 
tisan resistance leaders fighting to liberate 
their homeland. After the war Moscow 
wished to switch off, in the areas friendly 
to it, this fiery nationalism that helped win 
the war. 

In Yugoslavia the spirit of nationalism re- 
fuses to be turned off. Evidently this is a 
dangerous state of affairs, from the Krem- 
lin’s point of view, for nationalism is a 
contagious thing which, in the fairly recent 
past, contributed to the downfall of the 
Ottoman and Austro-Hungarian empires. 
It is interesting to, note that many of the 
Communists now purged were once prom-

introducing Cominform agents into southern 
Yugoslavia, to fight Tito’s National Com- 
munism by stirring up the nationalistic as- 
pirations of the Macedonians. The Mace- 
donians inhabit a region divided between 
Bulgaria, Greece, and Yugoslavia and for 
generations they have aspired to an inde- 
pendent state of their own, much as have 
the Kurds in the Middle East whose country 
straddles portions of Turkey, Persia, Iraq, 
Syria, and Soviet Caucasus. 

The Kremlin’s endeavors to fight nation- 
alism with nationalism are not getting any- 
where, it seems, because when Tito organ- 
ized the Federated People’s Republic of 
Yugoslavia he gave the country’s minorities 
more home rule than they had enjoyed be- 
fore. 

One good reason why Yugoslavia closed 
its frontier to the Greek guerrillas, inciden- 
tally, was the discovery that the Cominform 
was using the Greek guerrilla forces to in- 
filtrate their agents into Yugoslavia. Where- 
as at first the screening of Greek guerrillas 
coming across the Yugoslav border took a 
couple of days only, after the break with 
the Cominform the screening took three 
weeks, until finally Tito closed the border 
completely,

A High Price for Nylons 
To the Tditor <f the Post-Dispatch: 


It isn’t ever good to miss an issue of 
the Post-Dispatch. While visiting out in 
Suburbia, I missed until now Glen 
Perry’s letter to the editor, “Du Pont in 
War and Peace,” a reply to my letter, 
“Bigness—Good or Bad?” 

Mr. Perry states: “It was fortunate 
for the United States that there were 
companies such as du Pont available 
when we were attacked by the Axis. 
Had there not been, Mr. Graves would 
almost certainly have been writing his 
letter to the Voelkisher Beobachter 
about the operation of IG Farben, and 
for his pains would probably be sent to 
a concentration camp.” 

Bravo, Mr. Perry! You hit the nail 
right on the head. Had it not been for 
the illimitable amoral bigness, the 
unique structural control of IG Farber 
- . - Which I question in du Pont... 
there would have been: (1) no easy 
backing for Hitler; (2) no concentra- 
tion camps; (3) possibly no Voelkisher 
Beobachter, and, finally, less reason to 
write critical letters. 


Mr. Perry states: “Just one more 
point. Mr. Graves asks why the Allies 
have destroyed big business in Germany 
and Japan. The answer, is it not, is to 
Keep those nations weak? Yet it is 
argued by those who favor such a 
course that breaking up big business 
here will keep America strong.” 


And I reply: We had to destroy their 
industrial machinery so as to destroy its 
inhuman control. We did not fight to 
make the Japanese and German people 
weak. When did they ever control their 
country’s industrial potential? J ask: 
Was it not the amoral bigness of con- 
trol, the IG Farbens, the ‘Matsuis, who 
put their own well being ahead of hu- 
manity, who backed the _ dictatorial 
demagogues Hitler et al., that forced us 
to destroy Japan's and Germany’s big- 
ness” 

We all share in this guilt, and today, 
in the peace, if we restore, reconstruct 
these same uncontrollable forces we will 
again have to submit or destroy them. 
The identical circumstances face us 
from behind the Iron Curtain in Russia. 


As I said before, believe me, I have 
pride in mankind’s ability to develop 
and operate a du Pont institution. But 
this progression of accumulated wisdom 
is not du Pontian. It is not German or 
Russian or American. It is a part of 
and belongs to the whole human race. 
We cannot destroy it. We cannot go 
back. I do not favor breaking up the 
industrial potential of big business, but 
it must be made answerable to the 
human race. 

You can put lovely nylons on people 
and wrap them in moisture-proof céllo- 
phane, and, through the manner in 
which you do it, destroy their human 
worth.

A Book of Paul Y. Anderson

I want to express my deep apprecia- 
tion of the editorial on Paul Y. Ander- 
s0n in the Post-Dispatch of Nov. 11, in 
whicn were quoted paragraphs from a 
story he wrote in 1925. 

For some years I’ve thought that a 
compilation of a portion of his writings 
would make an unusual and distinctive 
volumre.

Criminal or Insane? 


In Los Angeles a 6-year-old girl was mur- 
dered. In Burley, Ida., a 7-year-old was killed. 
In Detroit, a child was kidnaped. In Tacoma... 

The recital of crimes of sex perversion grows 
more sordid and longer day by day. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation states that crimes 
of sex reached a record high in 1947 and has 
remained at that level ever since. Nothing like 
it has been known in the history of this country. 

What is to be done? Police, prosecutors, psy- 
chiatrists and social workers do not always 
agree. Some insist that sexual psychopaths 
should have psychiatric treatment. Others insist 
that they must be punished as criminals. : 

The first group argues that punishment is no 
deterrent to crimes of perversion. They assert 
that the criminals are in reality sick persons 
who might be cured. But the other side con- 
tends that medical treatment is futile, and that 
criminal perverts are simply criminals. 

This complex dispute does nothing to answer 
the foreboding of parents or the fears of society 
itself. What society demands is protection. 

In the case of the sex murderer, the rapist or 
kidnaper or molester—or the sadist or masochist 
or other technical deviations of the same—the 
primary social concern is to lock him up. It 
does not make as much difference to a fright- 
ened public whether he is confined in a prison 
or a hospital, as whether he is kept there. 


Does this seem elementary? It should be, 
but it is not. The FBI states that courts and 
parole boards have established “ridiculously” 
low bonds and parole terms for sex criminals. 
The defense of insanity has been misused time 
and again. Too many criminals have been easily 
released from mental hospitals either because 
they were thought to be cured, or because they 
never were insane in the first place. 


A St. Louis court has sentenced the “‘shorts bur- 
glar,” John R. Eaves, to life imprisonment as an 
habitual criminal. The jury heard opposed tes- 
timony by experts as to whether Eaves was in- 
sane, legally or medically. It also heard that 
Eaves once had been found “not guilty by rea- 
son of insanity,” had been sent to a state hospi- 
tal, and then had been released, as “cured,” to 
continue depredations against the public. 

It is as if a man, being insanely criminal, is 
less dangerous than if he were merely criminal. 
Yet the measure of a criminal’s insanity or 
lack of it often lies in a dim realm. Even the 
field of sex perversion contains many variations. 


Police are well acquainted with “molesters” 
who, arrested repeatedly, finally appear in court 
for rape or murder. And the tendency for crim- 
inal repetition in sex crimes is well established. 
The California baker now held for killing a 
little girl admitted that he had molested a half- 
dozen children in 10 years. 

A prosecutor’s view. of the situation is ex- 
pressed by Eugene D. Williams in Dr. J. Paul 
de River’s book, “The Sexual Criminal.” Mr. 
Williams, a former prosecutor in Los Angeles, 
says of the sex pervert: 

To punish him, he should be placed in an 
institution where the proper kind of re- 
habilitory work can be done so that, if 
capable of being brought to a realization of 
the error of his ways, he may be brought 
back to society prepared to live as a normal, 
law-abiding individual. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover advocates that 
sex offenders, even in minor cases, be given 
psychiatric treatment. But if this fails, he says, 
they should be isolated permanently. 

It is no argument against treatment of sexual 
criminals to call for incarceration first, treat- 
ment second. That is what society demands. 
The sexual criminal may be susceptible to cor- 
rection. He must be prevented from commit- 
ting more crimes of perversion. 
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For the Sake of the Record 


Very happily, Winston Churchill has revised 
his account of how unconditional surrender came 
to be demanded of the Nazis. In the House of 
Commons last summer, he indicated that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt was responsible for it, and that 
he himself concurred almost against his will. 

Foreign Minister Bevin brought up the subject 
with a complaint that: “Unconditional surrender 
left us a Germany without law, without a consti- 
tution, without a single. person to deal with...” 
The former Prime Minister then rose to say that 
the first time he heard of the unconditional sur- 
render policy was when Mr. Roosevelt announced 
it at a press conference jin Casablanca. “I did 
concur with him after he said it,” Churchill add- 
ed. “Whether, if we had discussed it at home, 
we should have proposed such a plan is another 
matter.” 

Now Mr. Churchill has revised his story. He 
says that he and the President discussed the 
matter for several days before the announce- 
ment. He says also that he sent a message to 
his coalition cabinet in London, asking whether 
it would approve a demand on Germany and 
Japan for unconditional surrender. And he says 
further that he received a message of approval 
signed by Anthony Eden and Clement Attlee, ap- 
parently for the Conservative and the Labor 
members of the cabinet. 

This dispels the impression that Mr. Roose- 
velt acted in a high-handed, in fact, a dicta- 
torial, manner at Casablanca. Mr. Churchill’s 
correction puts the decision once more in its 
original light of having been reached jointly. 
It straightens out the wartime record, and it re- 
moves a possible source of peacetime recrimina- 
tion. Above all, it keeps bright the luster of 
Mr. Churchill's reputation as the eloquent his- 
torian of his storm-torn times. 
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No Houn’ Dogs Present 

Twenty models minced down a green-carpeted 
runway winding through rows of luncheon 
tables in the Cotillion room of New York’s 
swank Pierre Hotel. Soft music gently swelled 
from the subdued background. A genteel audi- 
ence sat enrapt as two commentators, one a 
noted dog psychologist, held forth—at the New 
York Tuberculosis and Health Association's 
fashion show for dogs. And such dogs! 

Dogs in dashing slickers for rainy-day airings, 
dogs in jeweled collars for night-clubbing, dogs 
sn jJaunty booties for meadow strolling, dogs in 
swagger coats and ulsters. The keynote was 
color. An English bull in a cold weather crea- 
tion of mink fur, a miniature schnauzer in coat 
of royal blue suede with silver trim, a setter in 
coral and lime stripes and a honey-haired afghan 
hound in sparkling emerald green. 

Shades of morose old Thorstein Veblen and 
the theory of conspicuous waste! He accused 
the dog of being useless, helpless, servile, of a 
‘“non-lucrative character” and always ready ‘“‘to 
inflict damage and discomfort on all else.” His 
words might well have been tested had someone 
let loose a lop-eared, bleary-eyed flea-bitten ole 
yaller Missouri houn’ dawg of uncertain ances- 
try on the capering canine cads at the Pierre. 

He certainly would have “inflicted damage 


and discomfort.” In fact he would just have 
plain chawed into what his offended nose would 
have told him was a coterie of gaily caparisoned 
but utterly useless dogs who exemplified the 
theory of conspicuous waste very nicely. 
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A Peace Treaty for Japan? 

Trial balloons labeled “Japanese Peace Treaty” 
are being sent up from Washington, London and 
Tokyo. Gen, MacArthur’s statement in favor of 
a treaty has been succeeded by almost official 
rumors from the capitals of the occupying pow- 
ers. And Premier Shigeru Yoshida has an- 
nounced that a separate pact will be accepted if 
one is offered. What are the pros and cons? 

A point in favor of an immediate treaty is the 
fact that the occupation is costing the United 
States about $500,000,000:a year. Long occupa- 
tions demoralize a country. Democracy cannot 
flower as long as the United States Army makes 
the decisions which, in a democracy, are made 
by the citizens. 

Against an immediate treaty is the fact that 
neither Russia nor Communist China would be 
a party to it. Terms agreeable to the United 
States would be opposed by the Philippines, 
Australia and New Zealand, which want rep- 
arations and do not want Japanese industry and 
trade to revive. 

Japan would be left in a delicate position. It 
would still be officially at war with China and 
Russia. It would be overrun with unemploy- 
ment unless means were found to replace the 
millions which the United States is spending for 
relief and rehabilitation. Though the Commu- 
nists are now at a low ebb in Japan, observers 
agree that they might be able to take over the 
government if suffering became acute. Russia 
might obtain heavy advantages in Japan by nego- 
tiating a separate treaty. 

Whatever kind of peace treaty was signed, 
the United States, it is generally agreed, would 
have to keep armed forces in the islands for 
some years to come. Yet opposition parties in 
Japan are saying that this would violate the new 
constitution’s renunciation of armed force and 
make it impossible to maintain neutrality. 

The sum of it is a problem that ought to be 
the subject of much discussion in Congress and 
out. Only so will the country have the best 
chance of addressing it wisely. 
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Norman Thomas at 65 

Norman Thomas is 65 today. While he will 
almost certainly never be President of the 
United States, and while he may frequently not 
even have been right, he has contributed to the 
forward-thinking of his country. As a six-time 
candidate for President on the Socialist ticket, 
he has participated to that continuous great de- 
bate which is the vital essence of a democracy. 


This Princeton graduate and ordained Pres- 
byterian minister has also done something to 
make the word “Socialism” respectable in the 
United States. Not enough has been done to 
prevent some-confused people from putting 
Socialism and Communism in the same category. 

Though the United States is now a mixed 
economy, with a smattering of Socialism com- 
plementing and giving the spur of competition 
to private enterprise (as in RFC, FHA, TVA and 
others), Socialism is still a smear word to many 
Americans. So much so that though many ob- 
servers agreed that Socialism was the most 
hopeful Third Force against both Communism 
and Fascism in Europe, the fostering of Social- 
ism as an implement of American policy was 
impolitic. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Thomas and the Socialist 
party—and some other minority parties—have 
helped to stimulate the thinking of a free peo- 
ple and to assist their progress. Minority party 
platforms have calied for progressive reforms 
which are so generally accepted now that the 
most careful conservative hardly holds it against 
them that Socialists or Populists have espoused 
them. Among such reforms are the secret bal- 
lot. the civil service, the ban on child labor, 
inspection of factories and mines, the cight-hour 
day, regulation of railroads, and conservation of 
natural resources. 

On his birthday, Norman Thomas can look 
back over 65 years well lived in a unique kind 
of service to his country, and in a unique kind 
of political failure that amounts to a too-little- 
practiced kind of success. 
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Granting that the renewal of the Missouri- 
Kansas football contest for the fifty-eighth time 
undoubtedly was “classic,” we note that the 
Tigers gave the artistic performance. 
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In Connecticut 

There’s something really wonderful going on 
in Connecticut. The people—and we mean the 
people—are finding out what's the matter with 
their schools. Annoyed that the fourth richest 
state in the Union should have an educational 
system rated no higher than some in the South, 
they are asking why. 

Already 100 of the state’s 169 cities and towns 
have organized investigating committees. Over- 
all, their work is being guided by the Citizens’ 
Fact-Finding Commission on Education. This 
was created by Gov. Bowles, and it has Norman 
Cousins, the editor of the Saturday Review of 
Literature, as its chairman. 

The commission has hired some educational 
experts. And, of course, it will pay attention to 
what they have to say. But it is more interested 
in criticism from the bottom up than from the 
top down. Parents are being asked to “grade” 
their children, children their teachers, teachers 
their principals, principals their superintendents 
—all anonymously, of course. 

Efforts are being made not only to find out 
what’s wrong with the schools, but also how—in 
specific ways—they can be improved. Salaries, 
costs and ways of raising money are being studied 
and discussed in “‘town hall” meetings. 

Most worth noting is the fact that the local 
committees are not made up exclusively of 
school people. There are parents on the com- 
mittees, and business and professional people, 
factory workers and office-holders. 

By the end of the 1949-50 school year, these 
people should have brought together an im- 
pressive body of grass-roots findings and sug- 
gestions. These should be a solid basis for far- 
reaching reforms. Best of all, the widespread 
participation should insure the kind of contin- 
uing interest which is necessary to make sure 
that, after lifting the schools to a higher level, 
they don’t slide back again. 

St. Louis, which has its own school problems, 
might give a little thought to what Connecticut 
is doing.

asked for tickets to Riga every 
day for two months. At the end 


of this time, he missed one day’!

During the first nine months 
of 1948 members of non-satellite 
missions made only four trips. 
In each case they were achieved 
by evading government chan- 
nels and by applying directly 
at railroad stations for tickets. 
When this perfectly legal eva- 
sion was detected by Soviet po- 
lice, they took measures to see 
that the railroads issued no 
more tickets to foreigners, 

Besides barring them from 
the greater part of the Soviet 
Union, the new regulations limit 
their movements in the Moscow 
region to a radius of 5O kilo- 
meters (31 miles) of the capital 
in some directions and only 10 
kilometers (one and a quarter 

miles) in others. The United 
States Embassy asked for a 
map of the Moscow region in 
order to mark the _ restricted 
areas but none was available 
anywhere. 

Consideration has been given to 
retaliation against Soviet person- 
nel in the United States so as to 
put travel in both countries on a 
reciprocal and equal basis. 

Comparable U. 8. Areas. 

If this were done, members of 
the Soviet Embassy would be re- 
stricted to 50 kilometers from 
Washington by automobile, with 
other points in the South and Mid- 
West left open for travel by plane 
and rail after delivery to the State 
Department of 48-hours advance 
notice and the proposed itinerary. 
Philadelphia could be left open in 
exchange for Leningrad, which 
Americans can visit. 

Soviet travelers, like the Ameri- 
can, could be placed under frankly 
open surveillance wherever they 
went and they could be accom- 
modated in specified hotels. 

Such treatment would be com- 
pletely out of keeping with that 
traditionally accorded foreign vis- 
itors in the United States, but 
those directly interested in the 
matter pointed out that this would 
be the only way to put relations 
with the Soviet Union on a recip- 
rocal basis.

These facilities have not yet 
been extended to foreign corre- 
spondents. With one or two ex- 
ceptions, they continue to be re- 
stricted to Moscow. We there- 
fore were limited to hearing 
about these areas from those 
who were able to visit them. 

It was still impossible to file 
reports about them because of 

Soviet censorship. : 

At Stalingrad, which was mostly 
destroyed in the war, visitors 
found considerable activity in re- 
construction, especially govern- 
ment buildings and industrial 
plants. More than a score of Amer- 
ican trucks (probably supplied 
during the war) were constantly 
in motion. 

Sensitive to Criticism. 

Visitors talked to a Soviet Army 
lieutenant, who asked why the en- 
tire world had turned against his 
country. Informed of the reasons, 
he came back with a verbal ver-

Poverty and Illiteracy. 

What are the underlying rea- 
sons for periodic turmoil? 

Most Latin American countries 
are afflicted by poverty, a high 
rate of illiteracy and economic sys- 
tems which are easily thrown out 
of balance. Most of them get the 
bulk of their national income by 
producing raw materials for ex- 
port. The mine and plantation 
workers usually get low wages and 
live under substandard conditions. 

Production of consumer goods 
—evea food in some countries—is 
insufficient to meet local needs. 
Goods imported at world prices 
often are out of reach for wage- 
earners at Latin American pay 
levels. The larger Latin American

Some Latin American countries 
gave presidents power to impose 
a state of siege when danger 
threatened by war or “internal 
disturbances,” 

Thus, in Colombia President 
Mariano Ospina Perez gave “in- 
ternal disturbances” as the reason 
for imposing martial law just 18 
days before presidential elections. 
Hundreds had been killed in po- 
litical fighting throughout the 


country, with control of the élec- | 
tion machinery one of the under- | 


lying issues, 

Adding to the bitternes was the 
memory of riots of April 1948, in 
which an estimated 1200 were 
killed in Bogota and several] hun- 
dred elsewhere in the country. 
The rioting followed the assassina- 
tion of Jorge Eliecer Gaitan. a 
Liberal party leader. 

Colombia's situation was compli- 
cated by disputes between the 
Conservatice administration and a 
Liberal majority in Congress. Con- 
servatives wanted a new registra- 
tion of voters nation-wide. They 
charged that the old lists made up 
when Liberals had the government 
were fraudulent. 

Row Over Election Date. 


Liberals delayed action on re- 
registration legislation, Conserva- 
tives were furious when the Lib- 
eral majority in Congress passed 
a law changing presidential elec- 
tions from next June to Nov. 27. 
The Conservatives saw this as a 
measure to forestall a new regis- 
tration. The row over the new 
election date intensified violence 
in rural regions. 

Colombia had experienced al- 
most 50 years of normal constitu- 
tional government, but within that 
period neither party had taken 
power from the other except when 
the government forces were split 
on election day.. The Conserva- 
tives were in power 45 years, then 
split in 1930 and the Liberals won. 
The government remained in the 
hands of Liberals for the next 16 
years, until they split. That en- 
abled Ospina Perez’s election in 
1946. 

When Ospina Perez decreed a 
state of siege, he also dissolved 
Congress. Liberals labeled his ac- 
tion “dictatorship,” and said it 
was illegal. Ospina Perez said he 
was acting within his authority. 

As matters now stand, the Con- 
servatives plan to go ahead with 
the Nov. 27 elections, although 
their candidate, Laureano Gomez, 
is the only man in the field. Lib- 
erals withdrew their candidate, 
Dario Echandia, shortly before the 
state of siege was imposed. They 
said that “government-sponsored” 
violence made free elections im- 
possible.

Brazil in Quandary. 


Brazil is in a quandary. It sees 
that in the last 300 years it has 
made only a start at developing 
many of its resources and that it 
lacks the know-how to modernize 
and compete with other parts of 
the world.

At the 
same time, many of Brazil’s rich- 
est families are afraid that Amer- 
ican capital will upset the current 
pattern of “very rich and very 
poor.” 


Strange Bedfellows.

The 
Communists. who polled 10 per 
cent of the vote four years ago, 
are the most vocal against the 
United States. The most reaction- 
ary groups and the Communists 
find themselves together and prob- 
ably will support the same candi- 
date for president in next year’s 
election for that reason. 


Liberal newspapers and maga- 
zines favor opening the vast un- 
inhabited and undeveloped areas 
to controlled foreign capital. 


President Dutra early this year 
issued a joint statement with 
President Truman in Washington 
pledging “economic collaboration” 
between Brazil and the United 
States. 

But Brazilian nationalism has 
prevented much performance on 
the project. 

Loans Wanted. 


Brazil wants large cash loans 
from the United States, but past 
experience has shown that loans 
dwindle and projects shrink when 
politicians have a hand in them. 

Many state governors run their 
provinces much as overlords and 
want no outside interference. Be- 
cause the Brazilian union is loose- 
ly knit, there is no assurance that 
what President Dutra wants will 
satisfy or get co-operation from 
outlying states. 

A formula for permitting Amer- 
ican capital to come in and do the 
jobs that Brazilians have never 
done and will never do for them- 
selves has not yet taken form. 

But it is agreed that it must 
bring major benefits to Brazilians

Life in French Village. 

As an example of peasant life, 
there is the little village of La- 
guerche, where the wheat crops 
have neither the big yield of the 
Beauce nor the mediocre one of 
southern Provence. Laguerche 
has 300 inhabitants, who pride 
themselves on their feudal for- 
tress which in the fifteenth cen- 
tury sheltered France’s Charles V 
and the charming Lady Agnes 
Sorel.

But no qualified observer 
of the French situation would sav 
that the Marshall Plan alone can 
restore Europe and wipe out Com- 
munism forever.

The aim of the bourgeois is es- 
Sentially to keep things as they 
are. There is, therefore, not the 
slightest doubt that any attempt 
on the part of the Communists 
to seize power in France would 
cause the entire class to rise 
against them. 

All Vital in Government. 
Whatever any class may think 

its individual importance to 
France, the day when the gOv- 
ernment was the prerogative of 
one more than another is past, 
however. Any healthy govern- 
ment today must acknowledge all 
classes and must consider the wel- 
fare of all. For the government 
is all of the classes and all of the 
classes are the government. 

Thus, perhaps the real answer 
regarding France’s place in the 
democratic front lies in Amer- 
ica’s power to influence the 
French government to make so- 
cial justice an actuality. In France 
as elsewhere justice for all is 
democracy’s best weapon against 
the Red intruder.

Faulkner's Latest 
A Set of Short Stories

ILLIAM FAULKNER’S 
W eighteenth published book 

is a set of short stories. 
Though each is related to the 
others through having the same 
central character, this connec- 
tion is not strong enough to give 
them the force and effect of an 
integrated whole. Each stands 
by itself; and one or two are 
‘much better than the rest. Nev- 
ertheless every section of 
“Knight’s Gambit’ reads as if it 
were part of a full length Faulk- 
ner novel. Its slowness of pace 
suggests a remote climax; the 
round-about approach and pro- 
fusion of atmospheric detail are 
much the same as one would 
find in a 200-page exposition. 
Too much and not enough hap- 
pens; by which I mean the prep- 
aration is too elaborate for the 
significance and weight of the 
plot. 

Faulkner’s vitality, however, 
cannot be extinguished by even 
the worst technique. In these 
short stories, as in his novels, 
some of his Mississippi hard- 
scrabblers show up as passionate 
embodiments of the tragic sense 
of life. They have nothing, in- 
deed, save their passions but 
through them they achieve a

CANCER, by Beka Doherty. (Random 
House, $3.) 


HIS is a most unusual book 
T in the field of cancer. With- 

in its covers, condensed 
withip a scant 300 pages, is the 
fairly complete story of cancer, 
told so as to be understandable 
to all intelligent lay readers. 
The author, who is Mrs. Martin 
Kamen of St. Louis in private 
life, has accomplished a task that 
inspires wonderment. Though 
not trained in medicine or its 
cognate fields, she nevertheless 
demonstrates a baffling famili- 
arity with all those branches of 
knowledge plus a genius for ex- 
pounding them so that they be- 
come understandable to the man 
in the street. This reviewer is 
only one of many who have dedi- 
cated years to the laboratory and 
bedside study of cancer and 
who, nevertheless, feel them- 
selves to be partial strangers in 
many of the realms of science 
that underlie modern cancer re- 
search. Beka Doherty seems to 
be one of those rare amphibians 
who possess a sense of what the 
philosopher William James 
called “‘personal warmth”’ toward 
many different disciplines. 
A her little treatise with ‘‘The 

Physician’s Prayer’’ by old 
Maimonides, which, as an inspi- 
ration, eclipses, in many re- 
spects, the fabled Oath of Hip- 
pocrates.

HILE it is not surprising,

this new field will not be long 
in overtaking such vast, long- 
standing areas of interest as 
those of Lincoln and Napoleon. 

A large number of the books 
about F,D.R. are news events. 
That is, on the day of publica- 
tion, the book discloses some- 
thing, or presents an argument 
or viewpoint of such interest 
that this is recorded in the news 
columns of the newspapers clear 
apart from the book reviews, 
So it was with the books above. 

The late Edward R. Stettinius 
Jr., who died just four days be- 
fore his account of the Yalta 
conference was published, was 
Secretary of State at the time 
of that last of Roosevelt's meet- 
ings with Stalin and Churchill. 
Mr. Stettinius’ book defends the 
conference on the Black Sea 
against its many detractors. 

The Stettinius record, which 
is edited by Walter Johnson, a 
professor of history at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, designed 
to show that these bitter attacks 
are unjust and untrue. As Mr. 
Stettinius saw it, the idea that 
the wartime President so!d out 
Allied interests to the Russians 
reflects either misunderstanding 
or distortion of the facts, 
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‘were made 
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HE Yalta Secretary of State 
wrote: ‘“‘The record reveals 
that the Soviet Union made 
more concessions to the United 
States and Great Britain than 
to the Soviet Union 
by either the United States or 
Great Britain.’’ Far from a col- 
lapse of Western interests before 
the Kremlin, Stettinius found in 
Yalta ‘“‘the culmination of. long 
and patient efforts, dating back 
to President Roosevelt’s first 
term, to find some basis for a 
new understanding 


with Russia.’’ 
If Russia did most of the 
yielding, why then is Yalta so 
bitterly criticized? The Stettin- 
ius answer is ready and waiting: 
“The attacks, excluding those 
which are motivated by a blind 
hatred of Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
really result from bitter disap- 
pointment over subsequent fail- 
ures to carry out the agreements 
at Yalta rather than over the 
agreements themselves.”’ 


This is not the place to sum- 
marize the agreements or to at- 
tempt an appraisal of them or 
the extent to which they were 
executed. That is the work of 
history and the Stettinius vol- 
ume is one of the materials 
which will be used in working 
it out. Meantime, the anti- 
Roosevelt ranks are  unim- 
pressed. The Chicago Tribune, 
for example, describes the book 
as “a thick coat of whitewash 
on a dark deal in history.” 


“This I Remember” is the sec- 
ond volume of Eleanor Roose- 
velt’s autobiography, the first 
having been ‘This Is My Story,’ 
published 12 years ago. 


While there will be many 
thousands of Roosevelt books to 
come, none will be like “This I 
Remember.” It is bound to re- 
main unique. For it is a wife's 
intimate recollections and _ in-

ARGARET MEAD doesn’t 
M think so much of the cul- 

tures of the United States. 
She plainly ranks them higher 
than the culture of the Mundu- 
gumor of New Guinea, who she 
says “have built a system that 
has divided man from man more 
thoroughly than any other 
known. ... But there her en- 
thusiasm falls off sharply. 

This anthropologist writes of 
United States customs with a 
documented satire which Sinclair 
Lewis might read through bright 
tears of envy. People in this 
country start doing things wrong 
promptly with the birth of the 
child, Miss Mead says. The 
Standard Accouchement begins 
preparing the infant to be per- 
fectly fitted to life in a sanitary 
sense and elaborately unfitted 
for it in almost every other way. 

From the first the baby is 
separated from the mother by a 
sheet, and as soon as she can do 
so the mother quits nursing the 
child and surrenders it to a bot- 
tle and a formula. This is the 
beginning of the “lack of skin 
sensuousness of Americans as a 
group, upon which the European 
comments,” and “that makes 
looks and appearances loom s0 
large in love and love-making.”’ 

Boys are taught of manhood, 
not by men, as they should be,

but by women. They are taught 
that their manhood depends on 
their excelling girls. They are 
set (again by women) to tasks 
of the sort at which girls nat- 
urally excel, and in competition 
with girls. 
‘When she outstrips him,’ 
writes Miss Mead in a feeling 
paragraph, ‘“‘he is told it is even 
worse than if he had been out- 
stripped by a boy, and yet she 
may be almost twice his size and 
he had also been told not to hit 
her because she is a girl.”’

Revision Task Routine. 

It is not expected that there will 
be much delay in finishing the 
statute revision job, which is 
merely a routine matter of calling 
the roll on about 65 bills in the 
Senate, or in reaching an agree- 
ment on the drivers’ license law.

[RED TIDE IN GULF 
| REQUIRES AMINO 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla., Nov. 19 
'(AP)—The microscopic organism 
which caused the disastrous red 
|tide in the Gulf of Mexico requires 
‘amino acids for nutrition. 
| This was reported at the Gulf 
‘and Caribbean Fisheries Institute 
| bere yesterday by Dr. Gladys S. 
'King of the University of Miami 
|Marine Laboratory and the United 
'States Fish and Wild Life Service. 

Dr. King said conditions similar 
‘to the red tide have been repro- 
,duced in the laboratory but so 
far it has been impossible to iso- 
late specimens of gymnodinium 
brevis which killed an estimated 
half billion fish in 1947-47. 

She used other’species of gym- 
nodinium and reported: 1. The or- 
ganisms will not grow with only 
inorganic nutriment. 2. They re- 
quire dissolved amino acids in 
their nutriment. 

Hence before there can be an 
outburst of red tide, there must be 
an upsurge of some other form of 
‘life on which the red tide organ- 
isms feed, she said. 

Dr. King said the research is a 
link in a chain leading to further 
(studies and may give advance 
‘notice of future red tides.

| Atlas is a Public Health Service 
research scientist. He helned iso- 
late the virus in 1947 at the Na- 


tional Institute of Health, Bethes- 
da, Md. It’s called MR-1, meaning 
Minor Respiratory 1. 

Reports were published that the 
virus, which was incubated in fer- 
‘tile hen’s eggs. had disappeared, 
|and that the loss meant a setback 
in research aimed at conquering 
the common cold. 

Atlas said tonight he is confi- 
| dent the virus is still in captivity, 
ready for more research tests. 
'This, he said, is what happened: 
_ His group had not worked with 
MR-1 since November of 1948, be- 
occupied with other ap- 
proaches to the problem of the 
‘common cold. Quantities of the 
virus, meanwhile, had been frozen 
in storage units. 

About three months ago, a vial 
of material containing the frozen 


| virus was transferred to egg fluids,

Atlas said, however, that

duces disease in only. about one 
of every three passages to eggs.” 
He is “quite confident” that in

Karsten to Try to Bar Pensions 


- To Convicted Federal Officials 


Expects to Introduce Bill to Deal With Cases 
Such as That of Andrew May — Calls 
Ferguson Measure Too Broad.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19—An ef- 
fort to clarify and tighten federal 
pension laws with respect to form- 
er Government officials found 
guilty of violating federal statutes 
will be made at the next session 
of Congress, it was learned today. 

Representative Frank M. Kars- 
ten (Dem.), St. Louis, said he ex- 
pected to introduce a bill gener- 
ally similar to legislation intro- 
duced in the present Congress and 
the preceding one by Senator Fer- 
guson (Rep.), Michigan. 

Ferguson’s measure, considera- 
tion of which was “postponed in- 
definitely” by the Senate Post Of- 
fice and Civil Service Committee 
in both Congresses, was aimed di- 
rectly at former Representative 
Andrew J. May (Dem.), Kentucky, 
who was convicted in July 1947 of 
taking $53,634 in bribes for using 
his influence as a Congressman. 

May Collecting Pension. 

The problem has come up again 
because May, who has been col- 
lecting a Government pension 
since leaving Congress three years 
ago, apparently is about to begin 
serving his eight- to 24-month 
prison sentence. Last Monday the 
the Supreme Court refused for the 
second time to delay his imprison- 
ment. He is 74 years old. 

Unless the law is changed May 
will continue to collect his annu- 
ity, whether in prison or out, as 
long as he lives. Pension figures 
are confidential and the size of a 
pension varies according to certain 
factors, but it is thought probable 
May is getting about $330 a month. 
An unofficial figure of $278 a 
month was published some time 
ago. 

Annuity payments can be 
blocked in some instances but the 


on rather shaky grounds. Appar- 
ently, nowever, it has not been 
challeng2d. 

The Civil Service Retirement 
Act says in Section 18 that “none 
of the moneys mentioned in this 
act shall be assignable in law. or 
equity, or be subject to execu- 
tion, levy or attachment, garnish- 
ment or other legal process.” On 
the face of it this would seem to 
preclude the halting of annuity 
payments. 

1922 Ruling Used. ‘ 

Phe Government has been pro- 
ceeding, however, under a 1922 
ruling of the Comptroller General 
that certifying and disbursing of- 
ficers of the Government have the 
“inherent right” to recover money 
owed their offices. It is report- 
ed that “several hundred thou- 
sand” dollars a vear are recovered 
under this ruling. 

As it works out in actual prac- 
tice a former federal official or 
employe indebted to the Govern- 
ment, by reason of fraud or oth- 
erwise, may have his annuity pay- 
ments impounded until the _ in- 
debtedness has been satisfied. The 
criminal activities of a pensioner 
have no affect on his pension as 


lose money. A number of annui- 
tants regularly receive their checks 
in prison. 

On the other hand payment has 
been blocked for pensioners or 
prospective pensioners who have 
become indebted to the Govern- 
ment. One of these, for exumple, 
is Kenneth Romney, former Ser- 
geant-at-Arms of the House, who 
was convicted in May 1947 of falsi- 
fying Government accounts and 
concealing a shortage of $143,863. 
Romney’s activities resulted in a 
definite provable loss to the Gov- 
ernment; he is reported still to 
owe about $18,000. His checks are 
being impounded.

The building, with 6000 squure 
feet of floor space, is on a 260x 
120-foot lot, is built of reinforced 
concrete, concrete block and steel, 
with corrugated asbestos sheet 
roofing. It has high side windows, 
forced draft ventilators in the 
roof. Offices, at the north end of 
the main structure, are built of 
salt-glazed tile. 

Equipment includes 17 furnaces, 
which may be heated by oil, gas or 
electricity, with quick changeover 
in event of the failure of one fuel, 
so no damage to a batch of metal 
may occur, 

Lighting is fluorescent, building 
heating by an oil-fired steam plant. 

The new plant has a capacity of 
25,000 pounds of general work a 
day, with 15 full-time employes.

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Waterfowl on Wing, Innocent, but Served 26 Years 


Quail in Thickets 


By Leonard Hall 
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INCE the beginning of November have come two days 

which are always marked in red on the calendar of .the 

sportsman. On Nov. 4 the waterfowl season opened, though 
throughout most of Missouri 
it was a day better adapted 
to bluebirds. The great flight 
of geese which went through 
some time ago _ consisted 
largely of blue and white- 
fronted, probably with a good 
percentage of cormorants and 
a smaller number of Canadas, 
leaving more of these to 
come, The ducks move south- 
ward in more leisurely fash- 
ion; stopping to feed in the 
cornfields of up-river states 
as long as the weather holds 
mild. 

‘This does not, of course, 
include the smaller teal and 
wood duck, nor probably the 
first of the sprig or pintail. 
Although Possom Trot is 50 
miles in from the Mississippi 
River, we had a flight of 
these early ducks in Septem- 

ber and a much larger spring flight of many species includ- 
ing woodcock, Wilsons snipe and a large variety of shore 
birds. We did, however, manage to open the season with one 
fat mallard which had dropped in to visit with our coot. 
And Brandy, the Chesapeake pup, had her first real op- 
portunity at retrieving. She handled herself like a veteran. 
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@ WHILE ON THE SUBJECT of waterfowl, I’d like to men- 
tion two volumes that may be of interest to duck hunters 
after the season is over and fowling pieces have been greased 
and put away until another autumn rolls round. The first of 
these, “North American Waterfowl,” was written by Dr. Al- 
bert N, Day, chief of the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service. There is no man in the field of wildfowling or of 
wildfowl management better equipped to tell this story than 
Al Day. The book explores the whole problem of this man- 
agement from early times until today and should be a stand- 
ard volume in every sportsman’s library.

The second book is of somewhat different charac- 
ter, yet will be of special interest to all who have 
gunned along the great Mississippi flyway. This is 
“Wildfowling in the Mississippi Flyway,” edited by 
Eugene V. Connett and written by a group of mid- 
western sportsmen and game management scientists. 
Although the book is not primarily concerned with 
the future of the sport, but rather tends to cast its 
glance backward toward the past, valuable chapters 
on the flyway, breeding grounds and waterfowl re- 
search have been contributed. It seems certain that this 
is and will remain the definitive history of gunning in 
the whole territory from Saskatchewan to the Gulf. 
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@ THE QUAIL SEASON opened with weather exactly like 
that of the waterfowl] season; sunny and warm and with 
high winds to make difficult the task of the bird dog. For 
an old stager like Mike, running miles each day as we work 
about the farm, warm weather is no handicap. ‘But a couple 
of hours of hard going in warm weather is about all one 
should expect of the pointer or setter which lives in a ken- 
nel or back yard. We'd asked Ran Barrett of Fredericktown, 
Field Service Agent for: the Conservation Commission, to 
spend opening day with us and to come over the evening 
before, so we might get an early start. Testing the wind 
on the morning of the tenth, we decided to take off away 
up against the mountain to the east and work back across 
the farm. Hardest job of all was to leave Chipper at home, 
for the little cocker is a born hunter and retriever. But the 
black rascal has one failing. The instinct of the cocker is 
to flush rather than point its game; and when she sees old 
Mike on point, she can always get there ahead of me. On 
singles she is fine, for she works close to the gun and 
there’s never any doubt when she is “on game.” She simply 
wiggles from her nose to the tip of her stub tail. 
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We missed our first covey coming down from the 
mountain, but found the second one. The birds were 
close to cedar cover, out in the open. Scent carried 
a long distance and the birds kept moving, with 
Mike edging up cautiously. We took a couple on the 
rise, then followed the big covey through an open 
patch of timber into a brushy corner. Here the going 
was sporty enough for anyone and the birds extremely 
wild, flushing ahead of the dog or hunters as we 
worked through heavy grass and briars. And before 
we'd worked out our singles, Mike found a second 
covey, so that for a while the sport was fast and 
furious. Down in the big fields along the lane we 
again missed two coveys which are generally there 
and which I’ve found since, But the afternoon brought 
penal. 8 birds to round out a highly successful opening 
day. 
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@ ALTHOUGH THE ENTIRE SEASON has been a favor- 
able one for our quail, from hatching time up until now, we 
are certain that this factor alone is not enough to account 
for the number of coveys. It can, of course, readily explain 
why most of these are of unusual size. We have made some 
effort to provide good cover for the nesting season and 
an ample supply of food. This last problem has not been 
altogether solved, since our 80 head of cattle are cleaning up 
many of the plants which ordinarily serve as quail food. 
Next season we expect to establish several more small “wild- 
life areas” in various corners which furnish little in the 
way of crop or pasture production. As we noted not long 
ago in reviewing Verne Davidson’s “Bobwhites on the Rise,” 
these can only be established at a considerable cost in cash 
and labor. This seems today the only practical way of in- 
creasing the numbers of our small game. It is a matter that 
lies entirely in the hands of the individual landowner, de- 
pending on whether he wants or can afford to spend the 
money and effort. And if this assumption is correct, then 
the time must inevitably come when we re-examine the old 
philosophy that “the game belongs to the state.” There are 
implications here which do not seem to fit in well with the 
democratic ideal.

MORY STORICK brought his 
bride home the other day 
and a gay, laughing couple 
though there 
hadn’t been a nightmarish 26- 
year hiatus in their honeymoon. 

The bride, a tall woman, who is 
still dark-haired at 67, had 
chahged in appearance surpris- 
ingly little since the day a grim 
judge pointed a finger at her and 
said: 


“I am going to consign you to 
a living tomb. . . . You shall be 
conveyed from the bar of this 
court to the state’s prison, where 
you shall remain for the period 
of your natura! life!” 

Maude married Emory, a rotund, 
baldish streetcar motorman her 
own age, a month after the death 
of her first husband, . Claude 
Cushing. 

When her neighbors in Dowa- 
giac, Mich., got wind of the new 
marriage, there were knowing 
nods and outraged whisperings. 
Someone conceived the idea of dis- 
interring her late husband for a 
closer examination as to the cause 
of his death, which had been listed 
on the death certificate as “stom- 
ach complaints and heart trouble.” 

Traces of mercury were found 
and Mrs. Storick, distinctly not an 
ingratiating personality in the 
courtroom, was found guilty of 
murder in the first degree. The 
sentencing Judge, L. Burget Des 
Voignes, denounced her as “the 
most cold blooded murderer ever 
brought before me.” 

She went to the Detroit House 
of Correction where the state 
keeps its few women lifers, pro- 
testing to deaf ears that she was 
being wronged. 

Storick went back to his lonely 
house and began working to prove 
her innocent. 

He grew balder and More ro- 
tund. He gave up his work as a 
streetcar operator and set up a 
boat Hvery and tourist cabin busi- 
ness at Little Paw Paw lake, not 
far from Dowagiac in southwest 
Michigan. 

Most of the money he made was 
turned qver to lawyers to continue 
the fight for Maude’s freedom. 
When business was slack he spent 
his time going around and talk- 
ing to people about her case. He 
circulated petitions among the 
townspeople of Dowagiac. He in- 
terviewed, one by one, the 12 
farmers who had made up the 
jury that convicted her. 

His continued entreaties to the 
state board of pardons and pa- 
roles produced no results until, a 
couple of years ago. he took the 
problem to a forceful Detroit at- 
torney named Mrs. Alean B. 
Clutts. 

Her pleas were repulsed by the 
pardon board just as the others 
had been, but Mrs. Clutts kept 
bouncing back. At last she went 
to. the newspapers with the mate- 
rial that Storick had painstakingly 
assembled, 
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HE presentation was 
pressive. It included 
points: 


The late Mr. Cushing, like 
some of his Dowagiac neigh- 
bors, was in the habit of using 
bichloride of mercury as a gar- 
gie, in a weak but cumulatively 
poisonous solution. 

The charge of murder was 
frankly based upon purely cir- 
cumstantial evidence. 

Public opinion — small town 
gossip ever her early remar- 
riage, apparently had been a fac- 
tor in the prosecution. 

Her obvious disdain for the 
court proceedings, and her dis- 
respectful attitude toward the 
officials concerned, had rendered 
the atmosphere of her trial dis- 
tinctly unsympathetic. 

The two attorneys who defend- 
ed her had been feuding, and 
each had left it to the other to 
prepare the case. 


Newspaper stories about Mrs. 
Storick’s plight attracted the at- 
tention of Gov. G. Mennen “Soapy” 
Williams. He ordered the pardon 
an@ parole board to make a com- 
plete investigation. 

The circumstances which the in- 
vestigation showed were these: 
Claude Cushing had died Dec. 31, 
1921, in the frame house which he 
and Maude had occupied with their 
three sons, the eldest of whom was 
18. He had been ill about six weeks. 
His parents were with him at the 
time of death. 

On two occasions a few months 
previously, Mrs. Storick had con- 
sulted lawyers about filing a di- 
vorce suit, but had not actually 
filed one. Neighbors had noted 
that the couple quarreled con- 
siderably. 

Storick, an old “friend of the 
family” was in Kansas City at the 
time. The Cushings’ eldest son was 
staying with him and attending a 
trade school. 

At the trial a druggist, Clyde 
Barber, testified that Mrs. Storick 
had purchased bichloride of mer- 
cury tablets at his store in 1920. 

A neighbor, Arthur Blake, testi- 
fied to hearing Mrs. Cushing say 
after her husband’s death: “Claude 
is better off where he is. He isn’t 
hurting me or anyone else.” 

A landlady in Benton Harbor 
told of renting a cottage to Mrs. 
Cushing and of seeing Storick 
come to visit her while Cushing 
was still alive. 

Mrs. Hulda Born, a neighbor 
of the Cushings, recalled of a con- 
versation with Maude: “She told 
me what we could give our hus- 
bands and not be found out.” 
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On cross examination, however, 
Mrs. Born admitted that Maude 
had made the statement in a face- 
tious manner, while they were 
reading an article in a Milwaukee 
newspaper. 

In her defense, Mrs. Storick con- 
tended that the whole fuss had 
been kicked up by her mother-in- 
law, who was angry at her quick 
remarriage. She pointed out—and 
her testimony was substantiated 
—that she had urged that Cushing 
be taken to a hospital a few days 
before his death, but that the 
parents had refused. She ex- 
plained: 

“His mother said she wouldn't 
have her boy go to the hospital 
and have X-rays used and then be 
cut up. She said she and his fa- 
ther would take him home first 
and take care of him. 

“Then I wanted Dr. Green (the 
family physician) to come and 
they also said he would want to 
cut Claude up. I was only one to 
three.” 

The trial was held in Cassopo- 
lis, the county seat of Cass coun- 
ty, in which both Dowagiac and 
Paw Paw are situated. It was just 
about the biggest thing that ever 
happened in Cass county.

Within Span 
Of Ability

HILDREN, being childish, flit 
C trom one interest to another. 

Everything is new to them and 
they are eager to look, feel and 
test all that comes their way. 
They have a tendency to start 
something, see something else that 
interests them, drop what they are 
working at and take up the next. 
Some of that is unavoidable, but 
we should try to see that a child 
does one job to a standard each 
day so that he learns what it 
means to finish a job in a work- 
manlike manner. 

Little children can do one job 
within their ability—such as put- 
ting a toy back on the shelf, or 
putting the spoons in the drawer 
—and be told they have done their 
bit for the day. It is important 
that they get that idea—their bit 
for the day is done. 
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OLDER CHILDREN who have 
started a project should be held to 
finish it to the end.

Let them go. But try to see that 
they carry through one job each 
day, or each working period neces- 
sary to finish a job of construc- 
tion. 

A worker needs to feel accom- 
plishment. To keep beginning 
without ever ending is to weaken 
the desire to create, and that is a 
loss to character that nobody can 
afford. The strength of purpose, 
of will, the endurance to carry on 
to an énd, are quite as important 
to the training of a child as any 
lesson in the curriculum. Teach 
him to do a job 'to a finish.

rule that fits perfectly that dog- 
gerel paraphrase of an old plati- 
tude: 


“Everything comes to the 
woman who waits; 

But here's a rule that’s 
slicker: 

The gal who goes for what 
she wants 

Will get it all the quicker.” 


When the adroit Mrs. Edwards 
took over one of the top berths in 
Democratic political circles along 
about the time Harry Truman be- 
gan his campaign, she had al- 
ready made up her mind that shé 


Was going after high-bracket ap-* 


pointments for the active, capable 
and deserving women of the Dem- 
ocratic party. She wasn’t going to 
be satisfied with just a windfall 
plum tossed here and there; she 
wanted women in big jobs. She 
got them. 


In her Washington office one 
day this past week, Mrs. Edwards 
handed this reporter a list of 17 
major appointments and reap- 
pointments of women made by 
President Truman to date. With- 
out hesitation she checked off 
nine of these 17 as appointments 
she had definitely engineered; in 
the other eight she claimed only 
“an active hand.” 


The imposing list consists of the 
appointment of Mrs. Perle Mesta 
as U.S. Minister to Luxembourg; 
Mrs. Eugenie Anderson as U.S. 
Ambassador to Denmark; Mrs. 
Georgia Neese Clark as Treasurer 
of the United States; Miss Frieda 
Hennock as the first and only 
woman member of the Federal 
Communications Commission: the 
Hon, Ruth Bryan Rohde as Alter- 
nate U.S. Representative to the 
UN General Assembly; Miss Edith 
Cockrill as Judge of the Juvenile 
Court of the District of Columbia; 
the Hon. Georgia L. Lusk as the 
only woman of three War Claims 
Commissioners; Mrs. Burnita Shel- 
ton Matthews as Judge of the U.S. 
District Court of the District of 
Columbia and Judge iMarion: Har- 
ron, who was reappointed to a 
second 12-year term in the U.S. 
Tax Court. 


This list includes only appoint- 
ments claimed by Mrs. Edwards 
through personal engineering. In 
addition, her “active hand” re- 
sulted in the appointment of Dr. 
Esther Caukin Brunauer as United 
States Representative on the Pre- 
paratory Commission of UNESCO 
with personal rank of Minister; of 
the Hon. Helen Gahagan Douglas 
as Alternate United States Rep- 
resentative to the U.N. General 
Assembly; of some seven other 
major appointments and reap- 
pointments; and the naming dur- 
ing 1948 and 1949 of almost 200 
American women as delegates, 
alternates or advisers to interna- 
tional conferences. 


No woman to be taken lightly, 
Mrs. Edwards has been called, 
variously, a “queen maker,” “one 
of the ablest ‘men’ in the Demo- 
cratic party,” and “one of the 
shrewdest politicians in the busi- 
ness.” At lunch with this reporter 
the other day, Mrs. Edwards was 
greeted by a Democrat of the op- 
posite sex who commented upon

to a high position by saying with 
obvious admiration, “You sure 
pulled that one out of the hat.” 
And in her straightforward and 
assured way, Mrs. Edwards re- 
plied “Yeah, and I’ve got others 
left in my bonnet to pull.” 

No braggart, Mrs. Edwards 
says “Perhaps this is putting it 
too mildly, but the President of 
the United States and the Na- 
tiona] Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Committee make _ things 
easy. They believe in judging men 
and women on their qualifications 
and not on their sex.” 

Even more surprising than the 
recognition she has secured for 
women within the Democratic 
party is the rise within the party 
of Mrs. Edwards herself. In 1944, 
after 22 years as a reporter and 
society editor on the Chicago 
Tribune, she had retired to devote 
herself to housekeeping duties as 
the wife of Herbert Edwards, who 
had become chief of the interna- 
tional motion pictures division of 
the Office of International Infor- 
mation and Cultural Affairs of the 
State Department. 

She had been interested but 
never active in politics. After Bet- 
tling down in Washington she had 
promised herself to look up her 
precinct committeewoman and get 
acquainted, but she never got 
around to it until that fateful 
month in 1944 when Clare Boothe 
Luce delivered from the Republi- 
can convention platform that “G.I, 
Joe” speech of hers. 
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N this speech Mrs. Luce implied 
| that the death of every American 
soldier was a sacrifice upon the 
altar of Democratic ambition and 


*boneheadedness. As Mrs. Edwards, 


who had just lost her only son in 
“action with the Army Air Corps, 
listened, her fighting spirit rose. 
If she did nothing about this 
speech, she reasoned, it was tanta- 
mount to saying that she had 
sanctioned the sacrifice of her son 
to either the greed or the bungling 
of the Democratic party. 

“T was so infuriated,” she says, 
“T went right down to Democratic 
headquarters in Washington and 
asked them if there wasn’t some- 
thing I could do.” 

Democratic headquarters found 
plenty for her to do; in fact they 
found so much for her to do that 
she wound up working almost 
night and day writing speeches, 
radio scripts and press releases. 
At the end of the 1944 eampaign 
she was invited to join the na- 
tional headquarters of the com- 
mittee as~a full-time executive

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and in 1945 was appointed execu- 
tive. secretary of the women's 
division of the committee, rising 
shortly thereafter to executive di- 
rector. With Mrs. Charles W. Til- 
lett, vice chairman of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, Mrs. 
Edwards organized a nation-wide 
campaign to publicize the aims 
and importance of the United 
Nations and she is given consider- 
able credit for the fact that the 
United Nations. eharter was so 
promptly ratified by the United 
States Senate. From February 
1947 to April 1948, Mrs. Edwards 
served as associate director of the 
women’ division of the Democratic 
National Committee and on April 
20, 1948, was appointed executive 
director.

T the Democratic National Con- 
A vention in Philadelphia in July 

1948, Mrs. Edwards, who had 
four years before been a political 
unknown, made one of the major 
speeches delivered by women 
from the Democratic platform, In 
the 1948 campaign she appeared in 
radio debates, organized a “house- 
wives-for-Truman moVvementt,” con- 
ducted a radio series directed at 
women voters and toured, the 
country on President Truman's 
campaign train. At the end of the 
successful campaign, astute Demo- 
cratic politicians were honest 
enough to give her credit not 
only for bringing out the Demo~ 
cratic women’s vote but also for 
swaying a ‘majority of the inde- 
pendent women voters. 

Born in Chicago, Mrs. Edwards 
spent her early childhood in Nash- 
ville, Tenn., where she remembers 
she made her fifst appearance on 
the political scene with her moth- 
er in a women’s suffrage parade. 
From Nashville, the family moved 
to St. Louis where India spent one 
year at the Eugene Field School 
and four years at Central High. 

“After I had graduated from 
high school my father wanted me 
to go to Washington University 
but I thought that was too tame,” 
Mrs. Edwards laughs now. “I 
wanted to go to the University of 
Chicago, I guess just to get out on 
my own. Since I had no money to 
attend the University I went to 
Chicago anyway and got a job.” 

While working at a minor joh 
on a Chicago magazine, she 
started submitting free lance arti- 
cles to the Chicago Tribune. The 
Tribune was eventually paying her 
$70 to $80 a week. That news- 
paper decided that it would be 
cheaper to put their young free 
lancer on the payroll at a regular 
salary—of $35 a week. Except for 
a seven-year interval in which she 
played housewife after the birth 
of her son by her first marriage, 
she was on the staff of the Chi- 
cago Tribune from 1918 to 1942. 
In that year she married Herbert 
Edwards and moved to Washing- 
ton.

HE Bing Crosby wisecrack, 
T one of the staples of radio 

ever since I was a boy, is in 
full flower again. “Have you ever 
noticed how much Arthur God- 
frey’s program is like Bing Cros- 
by’s show?” said Garry Moore the 
other day. “Arthur sings a song 
or two and kids around. Bing 
sings a song or tw6 and kids 
around. Only Crosby has more 
kids around than Godfrey.” 


And Bob Hope, who has ex- 
ploited the Bing Crosby joke more 
thoroughly than anyone else, has 
added a few more notable items 
to my Crosby coilection. Psychia- 
try, says Hope, has discovered 
that girls can pick the right type 
of husband by their dreams but, 
“if you dream of Crosby, you 
shouldn’t have eaten that lobster.” 
Barely pausing for breath, he 
plunged on to explain that the big 
problem in television is make-up. 
“Young actors hardly use any 
but when Crosby gets ready to 
sing, they dip him in shellac and 
poke a hole where his mouth is.” 
And, on a later occasion, he found 
excuse to say: “You all know 
Crosby—he’s the Grandma Moses 
of the musical set.” 
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CROSBY HAS BORNE these in- 
dignities with great good nature 
for many years and I] suppose 
he'll continue to do so. Probably 
the funniest remark of the year 
about Der Bingle was that of the 
pro - Communist announcer in 
Prague who stirred up quite a 
hornet’s nest of indignation 
among Czechoslovakian bobby so0x- 
ers with the statement that Cros- 
by was “a greedy American who 
sacrifices his art to get money.” 


“And, politically,” the Czech 
speaker continued, “this Crosby 
stands for nothing that could be 
identified with the principles of 
Jefferson or Lincoln.” 


Why, my dear fellow, Crosby is 
the greatest living exemplar of 
one of Jefferson’s most profound 
and most oft-misquoted state- 
ments: “Few die and none re- 
signs.” Jefferson was talking 
about politicians but the maxim 
also holds true for baritones. In 
fact, with baritones the maxim 
needs straightening. Under the 
California sun, no baritone ever 
dies and, of course, none ever re- 
signs. 
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CROSBY, the chief executive 
among baritones these many dec- 
ades, is still holding office, this 
year on a new network (C.BS. 
8:30 p.m. C.S.T., Wednesdays). It’s 
a very pleasant program. Crosby 
himself occasionally refers to it 
as a “jukebox serenade” and that’s 
as good a description as any. You 
hear a lot of the old songs and 
quite a few of the n ones. The 
Crosby voice, which last year ap- 
peared to be waning, sounds like 
new again. I'm not sure whether 
the Crosby larynx is responsible 
or whether it’s a triumph of Am- 
pex tape recording. The greedy 
American, incidentally, %is one of 
the owners of Ampex which is en- 
riching him all right but not nec- 
essarily at the expense of his art. 


The same team still surrounds 
the Groaner—John Scott Trotter's 
orchestra, the Rhythmaires whose 
name suggests they were foaled at 
Calumet Farm, and, of course, 
Ken Carpenter, who trades bad- 
inage with the master and also.

| One-half pound white raisins, 


three-fourth pound glaced cher- 
ries, red, two ounces candied 


|orange peel, two ounces candied 


lemon peel, one-half pound can- 
died citron, one-fourth pound 
candied pineapple, one - fourth 
pound white figs, tiree ounces 
candied ginger (soft), one-half cup 
brandy, one-fourth cup medium 
syrup, one-half pound pecans, one- 


fourth pound almonds, one-half 
butter (room temperature), one- 
half pound sugar, one-half pound 


‘eggs (4), one-half pound all-pur- 


pose flour (2 cups), one-half 
ounce vanilla (1 tablespoon). 

To prepare syrup, heat two ta- 
blespoons sugar and one-fourth 
cup water to boiling, then simmer 
five minutes.

tee, she travels about the country to promote an educational 
program to make women aware of just what community work 
means and where they can fit imto the program.

Pictorial Quality to Interior of Artist's House 


By Josephine Walter 


AVE you ever had the experi- 
H ence of entering the home of 

an artist, writer, or one en- 
dowed with some artistic ability, 
and being overwhelmed by the 
drabness and general lack of 
beauty to be found within? Then 
be prepared to be.pleasantly sur- 
prised as we take you on a visit 
to the home of Vera and H. W. 
“Bo” Pirie on Dielman road, for 
here is just the sort of atmos- 


phere that you would ideally pic- 
ture as a background for artistic 


’ temperaments. 


Maybe it’s the combination of 
an artist and a craftsman in one 
family, maybe it’s just that in- 
tangible knack that some people 
possess for creating beauty, or 
maybe it’s a happy blend of the 
two that gives this little house 
its pictorial quality. Mr. Pirie, an, 
artist whose specialty is illustra- 
tion, and Mrs, Pirie, a craftsman 
who works primarily as a silver- 
smith, have pooled their artistic 
abilities to create a house in a 
style that might be called “Pure 
Pirie.” 

It’s difficult to describe this 
house in terms of brick and mor- 
tar. You can, of course, say that 
the house is a combinavion of brick 
and clapboard, that it has hand- 
split cedar shakes for roofing, that 
it has shutters and trim in a faded 
blue-green tone.and that it’s sur- 
rounded by walks, terraces and 
garden walls of old brick. It’s more 
difficult to describe the way the 
house nestles into the side of the 
hill as if it had just grown there, 
or to tell about the huge oak tree 
that seems to spread protective 
arms above it. In fact, the whole 
place has a quality that is best 
expressed .in Mrs. Pirie’s own 
words, “It’s not so much what you 
see as what you feel.” 

You can, if you insist, enter the 
house by the front door but no- 
body ever does, you know. Maybe 
it’s because it’s just natural to 
gravitate to the kitchen first for 
that’s the real hub of the house. 
In fact, Mrs. Pirie admits that the 
whole housé was planned so that 
the kitchen would be accessible 
ffom every area, both outside and 
in, for the Piries dine wherever the 
mood strikes. Maybe, too it’s be- 
cause this kitchen, though small, 
might be any woman’s dream of 
what she would like in the way 
of a kitchen. Above all, it may 
be because at almost any time of 
day there is likely to be a tempt- 
ing aroma of fresh bread or plum 
cake baking. 

Although the last word in mod- 
ern equipment, this kitchen com- 
pletely lacks the feeling of clin- 
ical efficiency that pervades most 
such rooms today. Cheery yellow 
walls above a white board dado 
are hung with copper pots, quaint 
peasant pottery, and drying herbs 
that Mrs. Pirie grows in her own 
garden. And everywhere are gaily 
painted peasant decorations, al! 
done by this ingenious woman, 
herself. Beneath wood valances 
decorated with hearts and flowers 
hang calico curtains patterned in 
red and yellow. Every panel in 
the pantry door is painted with a 
different peasant figure and even 
the exhaust fan cover sports a 
gay little bird. At one side of the 
kitchen is a delightful little break- 
fast area with a big double win- 
dow flanked by colorfully painted 
shelves that hold bits of pottery 
and glassware. A butterfly table

a room than the typical screened 
porch, Against one brick wall is 
a blue couch piled high with col- 
orful cushions, above which hangs 
a shelf edged with a provincial 
red and yellow plaid ruffle.

The mellow tone of the 
wood, done by treating it with acid 
instead of stain, sets the keynote 
for the entire room. Draperies 
and the couch before the fireplace 
are of chintz with a soft, red back- 
ground and a fruit basket design 
in tones of grayed turquoise, yel- 
low and gray, and the other pieces 
of furniture in the room are cov- 
ered in fabrics that repeat the soft 
tones of the chintz. 

The dining end of the room has 
an interesting old Spanish table 
combined with hickory §ladder- 
backed chairs with rush seats.

Pinto Beans, Ranch Style. 


One pound pintos, eight cups 
cold water, one-half pound salt 
pork, one medium clove garlic, 
two to four small pods hot pep- 
per (1 to 1% inches long), one to 
one and one-half teaspoons salt. 

Pick over beans. Wash well in 
two or three cold waters. Turn 
into four-quart saucepan, add cold 
water. Add the pork cut in four 
or five pieces. Heat to boiling, 
then place over simmering burner 
and simmer until tender. After 
one hour of simmering, add pneled 
clove garlic, pepper and selt. It 
requires from 3 to 3% hours to 
cook until as tender as much. 
Serve hot with buttered fluffy rice, 
sliced onion and beet salad, curn 
bread and baked apples. “7his is 
a meal that won’t cost more than 
a dollar if foods are bought at 
the average market. 


Hot Navy Bean Salad. 


Two slices bacon, one-fourth 
cup vinegar, two teaspoons sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, two cups 
navy beans and their liquid (one 
and one-eighth cups raw beans), 
one-third cup chopped celery and 
tops, one-fourth cup chopped 
green pepper, two cups curly en- 
dive, cut fine.

In this quotation from Lang’s | 


“History of Scotland” you have a |

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+ Only for the Chance to Help 


Organization Now 15 Years Old — Has 
7 80,000 Members and 3000 Groups 
in 27 Countries. 


Ordinarily, when a drunk 
, that fact is important 


drinking 
only to himself and those directly 
concerned. 

But 15 years ago this fall, a 
tall, lean Wall Street broker took 
his last drink and that fact has 
become important to thousands of 
ex-drunkards around the world 
who now make up Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 

Like Bill W., the broker, they 
had been pronounced incurable. 
Self-control had become a faded 
dream and self-deception a daily 
practice. “I'll go on the wagon, 
tomorrow, positively.” 

time they drank, they 
drank at the risk of their homes 
and jobs. Pride was a luxury 
they couldn’t afford. They hid 
bottles behind radiators, swiped 
liquor money from their wives’ 
purses, begged shots of bartend- 
ers, awoke in hospitals, jails and 
gutters. 

However, like Bill W., co-found- 
er of Alcoholics Anonymous, they 
learned to stay off liquor. They 
learned through a combination of 
factors—identification with other 
drunks, helping other drunks, ad- 
mitting their own weakness and 
the existence of a force, spiritual 
or otherwise, greater than them- 
selves. 

Curses Not Found Yet. 

A cure for alcoholism = still 
hasn’t been found. But A.A. is 
regarded as one of the most suc- 
cessful, if not the most success- 
ful, way for an alcoholic to re- 
main sober. 

Tt has 80,000 members and 3000 
groups in 27 countries, and its 
membership, A.A. says, grows 25 
per cent a year. It operates in 
53 hospitals and 66 prisons and 


even has a chapter in the leper 
sues A on Molokai island in the 


6. 

A.A. reports half of its mem- 
bers have never taken another 
drink after joining, one quarter 
stopped drinking after one or two 
relapses and one quarter failed 
to stop. 

The story of Bill’s sobriety be- 
gan on a day when he wasn’t 
sober — Armistice day, 1934. He 
had tried everything to break the 
liquor habit — doctors, psychia- 
trists, hospitals and rest homes. 

That night he sat at his kitchen 
table with a friend, also an alco- 
holic. Bill was drinking. The 
friend wasn’t. Asked for explana- 
tion, he spoke of admitting his 
own weakness, of joining the Ox- 
ford movement, of discovering 
God and the therapeutic value of 
helping others. 


Broods Over Remarks. 


“It wasn’t so much what he 
said,” Bill recalls, “but the way he 
said it. He wasn’t evangelical. 
He wasn’t selling me anything. 
And, although I kept drinking, I 
brooded over it.” 

On Dec. 11, Bill waltzed into a 
hospital where he had frequently 
“dried up” before. He held a fifth 
in one hand and came in yelling, 
“T’'ve got it. I’ve got it.” A doctor 
observed, “I’m afraid you have,” 
and put him to bed. 

It took three days to get the 
alcohol out of his system, and he 
awoke extremely depressed. 

“IT was ready to do anything,” 
he says. “In an agony of despair, 
I was hoping a spiritual approach 
might help. As I lay on the bed, 
I kept asking, “If there is a God, 
will he show himself?’ 

“Then a singular thing hap- 
pened. The room seemed to light 
up. I felt a great ecstacy. It was 
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like being on top of a mountain. 
There was a great wind but it was 
not air, but spirit. 

“IT thought I was at last free of 
this thing and felt a wonderful 
peace. I asked my doctor about 
this feeling. He said, ‘Whatever 
it is, it’s better than the obsession 
you had for liquor an hour ago.’” 

Stays Sober to Help. 

Emerging from the hospital, 
Bill combed the hospitals and mis- 
sions for drunks he could help 
stop drinking. He had no suc- 
cess, but while trying he stayed 
sober. 

A business trip took him. to 
Akron, O., in 1935. Business went 
bad and he found himself in a 
hotel lobby, extremely depressed 
and lonely. At one end of the 
lobby was a bar, at the other, 
some telephone booths. 

He looked at the bar and then 
hurried to the phone booths. 
Desperately he was looking for 4 
drunk to talk to, to help. He 
found a clergyman in the phone 
book and eventually was directed 
to Dr. Bob, another alcoholic. 

The two men talked until the 
wee hours. Bill spent several days 
at his home, and the physician 
sobered up on June 10, 1935, from 
which time A.A. dates its origin. 

“Then we went out looking-+for 
an alcoholic to help,” Bill says. 
“We found one in a hospital. We 
made him get honest with him- 
self. He left the hospital sober. 
Soon after, he campaigned for the 
city council. He lost the election 
but never took a drink again.” 

Size of Group Grows. 

Now there were three men who 
had helped each other stop drink- 
ing, and A.A. was on its way. Bill 
went back to New York ‘and 
sought out other drunks. In Ak- 
ron, the idea spread through Dr. 
Bob. 

Soon there were 100 members 
and then there were 1000 and in 
1939 they brought out their famed 
book, “Alcoholics Anonymous,” 
which added impetus to the move- 
ment. But it continued to spread 
by word of mouth, too. A captain 
of an oil tanker, for example, be- 
came a member and in traveling 
around the world started no less

“About two years after 
started,” he recalls, “I lost my 
temper about sofhething. I 
thought, ‘I’ll show them, I'll show 
them how mad and how hurt I 
am.’ 

“T actually got as far as the 
door of a liquor store. Then I 
stopped. I suddenly remembered 
about the people I was trying to 
help. I passed the store by.” 
Cough as Excuse. 
Several years later, Bill found 


himself alone at home one day, 
mowing the lawn. He had been 
taking medicine for a cough. 

“Suddenly,” he says, “I found 
tmnyself making all the old ration- 
alizations. After all, the cough 
was bad. There wasn’t another 
A.A. within 40 miles. Wouldn't it 
be just the thing, I thought, to 
jump into bed with some hot rum. 

“At .that point, I formerly 
would have got plastered. But I 
realized I was returning to the 
same old squirrel cage. I won- 
dered how this thing could have 
sneaked up on me. Then I looked 
at the bottle of cough medicine. It | 
said, ‘nine per cent alcohol.’ 1) 
kept on mowing the lawn.”

Eight years later he was joint 
general manager and the company 
had become a corporation control- 
ling the largest chain of depart- 
ment stores in England outside 
London. 

In 1935 he was named chairman 
pf the board of directors, and in 
the next few years became a di- 
rector in many other corporations, 
insurance companies and banks. 

He became Sir Frederick Mar- 
quis in 1935, knighted for his phil- 

‘ anthropic work. Four years later, 
he was made a baron. 
Wartime Food Minister. 

However, his greatest fame 
came during the war when he 
Served as Minister of Food in 
a wartime coalition cabi- 
net.

Flight Policies Aren’t Bought 


$5000 Coverage for Air Trip May Be Ob- 
tained by Putting Quarter in Slot Machine 
— $25,000 Maximum for $1.25.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19 (AP)—In- 
surance officials say they are 
puzzled that flying Americans are 


not buying more 25-cent slot ma 
chine life insurance for single 
flights. 

Air trip insurance, some men 
in the aviation industry say, is 
one of the cheapest forms of in- 
surance offered today. A passenger 
can span a continent by plane 
and for that trip can get $5000 
of insurance for 25 cents, or up 
to $25,000 for $1.25. 

An unconfirmed report circu- 
lating widely in the insurance 
field is that passengers in the 
Nov. 1 airliner crach near Wash- 
ington carried $175,000—a_ sur- 
prisingly small] sum—in “quarter- 
in-the-slot” insurance. 

If all the 51 passengers had hit 
the airport policy machines for

do research for programs and serve on committees. 


Each year, the Musical Research Club adopts a 
— motif. Last year it was “Music flows through 
fe like a river,” which traced some basic themes and 
rhythms to their sources in various countries. This year's 
theme, “Music of the new world and the old,” calls for a 
study of compositions closely associated with particular 
times and places. 

The club is an offshoot of the American Woman's 
League, organized by E. G. Lewis, founder of University 
City, at about the turn of the century. Lewis published 
the American Woman's Magazine; and he made elab- 
orate plans for a woman's club building and library in 
connection with his publishing promotions.

What IS Wrong 
With Our Teen-Agers?

66 J "M ABOUT AT THE END of the rope with that boy of 

mine,” Mr. Jones said. “It’s one continual fight 
at home. He’s insolent to his mother and barely 
civil to me.” 

“Funny thing,” his friend Smith replied. “We 
have the same trouble with Doris! What’s wrong 
with teen-agers today, anyway?” 

Jones and Smith, without knowing it, had com- 
mitted a tremendous error in thinking. What is 
wrong with teen-agers, indeed? 

The answer, they should have been smart enough 
to know, is: NOTHING! Teen-agers are terrific! 
This is not to say there is no teen-age problem. 
There is a problem in how this world, in a troubled 
new era, can benefit by the terrific energy, the 
clear-headedness and the tremendous idealism, if 
you will, of its teen-agers. 

For too many years we have been rejecting the 
desire of teens to participate in society. Messrs. 
Jones and Smith might well have asked themselves 
another question: “Do the world’s troubles today 
arise partly from the fact it is being run by adults, 
who, in their teens, had no encouragement to help 
run it? Were our own ideals and initiative smashed 
down and killed within us?” 

Actually, there is not so much wrong with our 
young people as there is with the way our society 
treats its young people. 

Except during war periods, we put adolescents to 
no particular use in our society. We treat them as 
excess baggage. 

We tell our young people that there are several 
tests of manhood or womanhood. The first is to be 
self-supporting. Another is civic responsibility. Yet 
we make it difficult for them to pass these tests. 

Suppose we look first at the question of jobs. We 


encourage our adolescents to stay in school—even 
though in their late teens they are not only will- 
ing, but quite able, to hold down jobs and do well. 
Should we then be surprised or unsympathetic if 
Jim Jones says, “Look at me! I’m fully grown. But 
here I am sitting out my time in school!” This is 
a difficult problem, indeed. We don’t know the 
answer but we must recognize that it needs study. 

We don’t make use of our young people in our 
economic life. Neither do we make use of them in 
our political life. The adolescent is always idealistic, 
is a Clear thinker and is naturally interested in his 
community, his country, his world. Today, thanks 
to newspapers and radio, he is exceedingly well- 
informed. But what happens? Here again, our so-

ciety incredibly hangs out a sign saying, “No Help 
Wanted!” 

Doris Smith complained one day, “I got into a 
discussion with Dad last night about the social 
security bill that’s up in Congress. Or at least I tried 
to. But what did I get? ‘You’re too young to under- 
stand things like that, Doris!’” 

This is not to say that we must let teens quit 
school willy-nilly, or give them the right to vote; 
and this is not to deny that adolescents lack experi- 
ence and maturity of judgment. But do we help the 
adolescent gain experience by denying him access 
to real-life pi oblems? 

All right, then, you say, “What shall we do about 
it?” That’s not an easy one to answer. Nobody feels 
that teen-agers are quite ready to lead a wholly un- 
controlled existence. Nobody has a set of ready- 
made solutions. But we do know a few lines of 


approach. 


New School Programs are Needed 


To start with, our schools, by and large, have 
taken the lead in meeting the problems of the ado- 
lescent. All over the country they are experimenting 
with guidance programs. Already in Atlanta, Los 
Angeles, Freeport, Ill., Massillon, O.,and Baltimore 
county, Maryland, the school curriculum is being 
modified to deal with the adolescent’s personal and 
social problems. 

In El] Paso (see photographs), Gary, Tulsa, In- 
dianapolis and Dayton, adolescents are being helped 
to get work experience as an integral part of their 
high-school education. 

Training for family life is spreading rapidly 
—there were fifteen high schools in Chicago with 
such programs in 1948, and a larger number this 
year. A course called “Psychology of the Family” is 
taught at J. Sterling Morton High School in Cicero, 
Ill. In Highland Park, Mich., high school boys and 
girls are given experience with nursery school chil- 
dren. In Seattle, Denver, Kansas City, and Pasa- 
dena, there are active programs of education for 
parenthood. 


Give Them More Responsibility! 


In school and outside we must find real and 
worthwhile ways in which adolescents can take part 
in the political and social world—from neighborhood 
clean-up campaigns to community surveys of hous- 
ing needs; and from poll-watching on election day 
to active campaigning for candidates and issues. 

We must give the adolescent greater responsi- 
bility for the family of which he is now a member. 
We must give him a share in making decisions. 

By delaying marriage we are delaying adulthood. 

So, for emotionally mature young people, we must 
find ways of overcoming the obstacles to early mar- 
riage. One parent did recently. Here’s how: 
_ “My daughter Josie had been going around with 
Tom Phelps for two years. We like Tom, and we 
knew the kids wanted to get married. I knew they 
should get more schooling, and I knew that until 
they got married, I’d be supporting Josie anyway. 
So I’m giving her the same money every month that 
she’d cost me if she was still at home, and Tom’s 
folks are doing the same. They got married six 
months ago; they’re still going to school, and things 
are working out fine.” 

Could young minds, unclouded by rebuffs, dis- 
couragement and prejudice, help straighten out 
the world? And, given a chance to participate in 
society, would they grow up to be smarter citizens 
and better leaders? (Is it significant today that the 
world lacks competent leaders; was leadership and 
vision killed in our youth?) 

Here’s a problem society as a whole must tackle 
squarely—for society’s own protection!

day in 1946. Suffering from hives, Captain John M. Brew- 
ster of the U.S. Navy Medical Corps was trying one of 
the anti-allergy drugs, Benadryl, to relieve the itching. 
At the time, he was experiencing early symptoms of a 
cold. Brewster was astonished when not only the itching 
but the cold disappeared. 

He tried the drug cautiously on the admiral to whose 
staff he was assigned, next on his own five-year-old son, 
and then on 100 common cold cases. His preliminary re- 
port in the Naval Medical Bulletin, late in 1947, indicated 
impressive results. Early this year, he announced favor- 
able results with a total of 572 cold sufferers. Even among 
those who started treatment late, duration of the cold 
was shortened; sneezing and coughing was reduced. 

Other doctors have been trying the idea. Now, includ- 
ing a test of 494 workers in a New England paper plant, 
there are reports on a total of 1,582 patients. Three out 
of four of those who got pills within 12 hours of the onset 
of symptoms were completely relieved of cold in 24 hours. 


What Do the Anti-Allergy Pills Do? 


How does an anti-allergy drug work on a cold? Brewster 
has a simple theory. It’s been known that cold viruses are 
always present in the upper respiratory tract. The trigger 
that makes them multiply, some authorities believe, can 
be fatigue, chilling, eating or drinking something to 
which one is sensitive, or inhaling an irritant.

O THE MILLIONS of Americans 
who occasionally strap on a pair 
of roller skates for a spin around 
the local rink, the idolatrous atti- 
tude of Roller Derby fans may seem 
puzzling. But to a half-million derby 
fanatics it is little less than poetic 
justice. In their world, Bill and Mary 
Reynolds sit upon a pedestal. 
There are various skating derbies 
whose members show varying de- 
grees of aggressiveness. The one for- 


mally known as the Roller Derby 
functions as a league in the East 
but also appears in many cities in 
the South and Midwest. It is a 
tooth-jarring contest, half sport, 
half murder—a combination of skat- 
ing, hurdling, jousting, and the six- 
day bicycle race. 

All told, 500,000 Americans since 
last January have paid from $1.50 
to $3.50 apiece to see Roller Derby 
meetings; they. will do so again this

Early this year, Reynolds, who 
usually acts as “whip man” in a 
crack-the-whip strategem employed 
by his team in its efforts to steal a 
lap on the opposition, was snapped 
down the rink with such force that 
he rocketed past the defenses of the 
opposition, bounced off a side rail 
and broke-an arm in five places. 

Reynolds’ wife, Mary, who uses 
her maiden name when she skates, 
has been more fortunate. In seven 
years of skating (interrupted only 
by the birth of her baby early this 
year) she has sustained no serious 
injuries although in dangerous in- 


fighting she ranks second only to a 
shopper in a bargain basement. 

It is doubtful that either Bill or 
Mary, who have been married since 
1945 and find that living in a suc- 
cession of hotel rooms and leav- 
ing Pamela Sue in the constant care 
of baby sitters is wearing, would 
agree to absorb the continual pun- 
ishment of the rink were it not for 
the money involved. But roller skat- 
ers receive a base salary of from $75 
to $125 a week, get all expenses paid 
except their laundry and share in 
$500 prize money put up by the 
Derby every night. As a consequence 
some couples average an income of 
from $15,000 to $20,000 a year. 

Even so, Bill is nursing a dream. 
“Some day,” he says, “I’m going to 
get away from.-this business entirely 
—and open up a rink of my own.” 
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Derby roars to climax: men's teams crowd on turns, smash through each 
other's defenses at breakneck speed. Fans claim girls play rougher than men.

Your Dog? 


O FEED A DOG, toss him a bone! 

For a long time, this nugget of dietary information 
represented about all any dog owner thought it neces- 
sary to know about how to keep Fido fat and frisky. 

This bone-is-énough theory sustained its first blow 
when the nation’s meat manufacturers years ago began 
putting up special concoctions for pups. It faces an even 
more shattering attack with the current publication of 
a well-written and fact-crammed treatise by Cornell 
University’s Dr. Clive M. McCay, called “Nutrition of the 
Dog.’’* 

Dr. McCay’s study is primarily for veterinarians and 
kennel-owners. But for any canine fancier with a gen- 
uine interest in his pet’s welfare, it contains a full array 
of unexpected and highly useful data on such diverse 
subjects as the importance of amino acids in keeping 
pups perky, and the curious body chemistry that char- 
acterizes the Dalmatian. 


How To Feed Them Properly 


Dr. McCay offers plenty of basic rules for pet-owners. 
Some samples, summarizing canine diet: (1) Give your 
dog a good mixed feed without too many table scraps. 
(2) Keep him from becoming overweight or too thin 
(your veterinary has correct weight tables for all breeds). 
(3) Give him an occasional bone or fat from the table. 
(4) Let him have a dish of whole milk occasionally. 
(5) If you feed meat, emphasize kidney or liver. 

Surprising as it may seem to the old-time dog fancier, 
there is still a great deal about canine growth and man- 
agement that we don’t know much about. 

About 1,000,000 pups grow into dogs annually in the 
U.S., but we’re in the dark as to the comparative growth 
demands of different breeds. For one thing, most study 
so far is of mixed breeds, whoSe requirements are not 
always the same as with thoroughbreds. As an example, 
Dr. McCay cites the Dalmatian: the breed has a distinc- 
tive uric acid metabolism which makes him much like 
human beings, but very much different from other dogs. 
The fact is important to any Dalmatian owner. Similar 
facts may remain to be discovered about other breeds.

hunters’ guns. And, according to the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, the ducks aren’t doing too badly. 

Hunters killed about 17 million ducks and geese last 
season. That’s a lot of roast duck, but: 

The average daily bag per hunter was less than two 
birds, while the average season bag was about nine. 
On the basis of average costs involved in duck hunt- 
ing each nimrod got his birds at $5 apiece. 

How do you go about getting some for yourself? 

The “ingredients” for duck hunting are about the 
same throughout the country. You need a license in 
the state or province where you plan to hunt. In addi- 
tion, you must have a Federal Duck Stamp, obtainable 
at any Post Office, for $2. 

Gun? It must be a shotgun, gauge depending on in- 
dividual taste. Veterans go for the Magnum 10 or 12 
which fires a shotshell containing a little more powder 
and lead than the conventional load, thus increas- 
ing the range. I happen to use a 12 Magnum. 

Shells? Some unsuspecting sportsmen frequently 
show up with a case, 24 boxes containing 25 shells 
each. Actually you ought to get by with a box a trip, 
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Ray Morse’s Labrador retriever swims to shore with downed 
bird. Dogs bring in crippled ducks otherwise lost to hunter. 


but that’s no fun. Size of shot depends upon the kind 
of birds you plan to hunt. Standard is four to six for 
duck and two for geese; but 714 in the extra long range 
patterns will prove as effective when you shoot at 
proper range. Few do. 

You can take duck hunting in many different forms. 
The pothole outside of town may hold a migrating 
flock the dawn you go there. Or you can spend $250 
and take a plane trip out of North Bay, Ont., being 
reasonably sure you'll get your limit. 

You can shoot from the stationary blinds along the 
Mississippi Flyway or be toted around in a sculling 
float at Maine’s Merrymeeting Bay. Shooting, not in-~ 
cluding shells, will cost you anywhere from $15 to $50 
a day, depending upon the locality and birds available. 

Hunting regulations for the 1949 season have been 
liberalized, allowing an increase of 10 days in the 
length of the shooting season in each of the flyways, 
Atlantic, Mississippi, Central and Pacific. 

Some states have split or divided seasons, while 
others have a continuous season. Bag and possession 
limits of four ducks a day, eight in possession, will 
hold in the Atlantic, Mississippi and Central Flyways, 
and five and ten in the Pacific. : 


There Are Geese, Too! 


An increase in geese has brought an increase in the 
bag limit from one to two birds in the Atlantic region, 
five in the Central and six in the Pacific. The bag 
remains at four in the Mississippi Flyway. 

The U.S. Department of the Interior has announced 
the seasons, and state conservation departments can 
provide you with local dates. : 

If you can acquire a retrieving dog you might get 
your limit without shooting. Last year one out of every 
six ducks brought down within sight of hunters was 
not retrieved, the over-all cripple loss*being estimated 
at three million. 

Seventy percent of the hunters are either unable 
to estimate distances or to know the killing range of 
their guns. For novice and experienced hunters alike, 
the best rule is to wait until you can hear the whir of 
wings or see the outline of the eyes. Then when you 
let fly, you'll have a fair chance of getting something 
really worth taking home for your family dinner!

In a wind, Eiffel summit moves four feet 


IXTY YEARS OLD this year, 

Paris’ famous Eiffel Tower 
Still stands: a monument to (1) 
engineering, (2) paint and (3) 
painters. 

It took skillful engineers to 
put up the 984-foot spire, but it 
has taken 60 years of endless 
painting to keep it up. Only 
days the windswept summit is 
not being painted are when the 
wind is especially blustery. 
Then the tower’s team of 60 
death-defying painters stay in 
the lower levels- for the slender 


Eiffel’s tower. 
spire sways slowly, more than 
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four feet, back and forth. 
Once called “Ejiffel’s Folly,” 
the black tower represents the 
tenacity of a brilliant French 
engineer, Gustave Eiffel. Over- 
coming critical derision and 
dwindling funds, he rushed its 
erection for the Paris Fair of 
1889. Today, the third tallest 
man-made structure (after 
New York’s Empire State and 
Chrysler Buildings), the tower 
dominates the low-lying Paris 
skyline — an architectural ugly 
duckling perhaps, but, above 
all, the symbol of a great city.
